Washington.—By a vote of 50 to 21 
the Senate January 16 adopted a reso- 


court) in tones against 
their conviction, and to declare their 
contempt for. the prosecution and all 
legal processes, forty-three Industrial 
Workers of the World were given 
prison sentences ranging from one to 
ten years, here January 17, following 
their having been found guilty of 
conspiring to institute a campaign 
of terrorism and sabotage in the 
State. 

Three of the forty-six convicted, 
including Miss Theodora Pollok of 
Piedmont, the only woman defendant, 
secured a stay of execution through 
notice that a motion for a new trial 
would be filed in their behalf. 

Sacramento.—All of the forty-six 
defendants in the 1. W. W. conspiracy 
case were found guilty by a jury in 
the United States District Court here 
January 16, ‘ 

The verdict, ‘Guilty as charged,” 
was returned at 6 o’clock, after the 
jury had been out since 4:35 o'clock. 

The jury retired after Robert Dun- 
can, chief Government prosecutor, 
made the concluding statement for the 
people, in which he said: 

“The I. W. W. recognizes no coun- 
try, no flag, no color Jine. They re 
spect no flag but the red flag. They 
would drag us all down to the level 
of the lowest man. They do not rec- 
ognize difference of ability in man, 
but would give the unworthy the 
same privileges for which the worthy 
have to strive so hard.” 

Duncan read at length from jour. 
nals of the organization, which were 
alleged to have stated that ‘“‘no peace 
officer could be a member of the I. 
W. W.,” the “uniform of the United 
States soldier is merely the livery of 
the ‘scab’,” and ‘sabotage is a sign 
of courage.” 

“It is a fine example of courage 
when some I. W. W. throws a phos- 
phorous bomb into a haystack and 
then arranges to be hundreds of miles 
away before that bomb ignites,” Dun- 
can said. ‘‘They said that conscrip- 
tion was a challenge to the working 
class. Since their organization in, 1905 
they have been an unlawful con- 
spiracy in restraint of the orderly 
and progressive programmes of this 
Government. They were asked to 
mark their claims for exemption, ‘I. 
W. W., opposed to war.’ They sought 
to bring out the sort of government 
that exists in Russia today. It is 


impassioned 


that sort of disorder they would have 


us live under.” 

“ Miss Theodora Pollok, the only 
woman defendant, was called “just 
as disloyal as Bill Haywoo! the ex- 
ecutive head of the organization,” by 
Duncan. ‘She could have cast her lot 
with the United States when it was 
sadly in need of her talents, but she 
chose to cast it with this treasonable, 
disloyal outfit. She had money to 
give this I. W. W. organization, but 


not one cent to give her Government.” 
In his charge to the jury, United 
States District Judge F. H. Rudkin 
of Spokane, who heard the ease, said: 
‘“Phe mere fact that these defendants 
are Industrial Workers of the World 
should not justify a verdict of guilty. 
“The fact that they may be found 
to be conscientious objectors to war 
should not be held against them in 
the consideration of this case. Opin- 
ions which they hold in opposition to 
war and which undeniably stand 
alone are not an evidence of guilt.” 


lution, recommended by a majority 
of the Privileges and Elections Com- 
mittee, dismissing disloyalty charges 
brought against Senator La Follette 
of Wisconsin by the Minnesota Public 
Safety Commission, because of his 


speech on the war delivered before 
the Non-Partisan League at St. Paul, 
Minn.; September 20, 1917. 

The resolution, reported by a vote 
of 9 to 2, provides: 

“That the resolutions of the Minne. 
sota Commission of Public Safety, 
petitioning the Senate to institute pro- 
ceedings looking to the expulsion of 
Robert M. La Follette from the Sen- 
ate, be and the same hereby are dis- 
missed for the reason that the speech 
in question does not justify action by 
the Senate.” 

On the vote, which was preceded by 
severe arraignment of Senator La 
Follette by Senator Williams of Mis 
sissippi, thirty-three Republican Sen- 
ators and seventeen Democrats sup- 
ported the resolution, while twenty 
Democrats and one Republican, Sen 
ator Smith of Michigan, voted against 
it. Among those voting in the affirm. 
ative were Senator Martin, Demo- 
cratic leader; Senator Lodge, the Re- 
publican leader, and the two Minne- 
sota Senators, Kellogg and Nelson. 
Those opposing the resolution included 
Chairman Pomerene of the Privileges 
and Elections Committee and Senator 
Saulsbury of Delaware, President pro 
tem of the Senate. 

The Senate’s action disposes of not 
only the Minnesota Safety Commis- 
sion’s proceedings, which have been 
pending for more than a year, but in 
ffect also of numerous petitions to 
the Senate asking for Senator La Fol- 
‘ette’s expulsion. 

Except for the attack on Senator La 
Follette by Senator Williams, the res- 
lution was adopted with little de 
‘vate. During most of the proceedings 
senator La Follette occupied his seat 
\t the front of the cénter aisle, chew- 
ng a cigar and with' face sternly set. 

Senator Williams’ criticism  ap- 
parently was unexpected. The formal 
documents in the case, including Sen- 
ator Pomerene’s arraignment of La 
Follette in the minority committee 
ceport, had been read and a roll call 
mn dismissal of the case begun, when 
Senator Williams interrupted, declar 
ing he was unwilling to let the reso 
‘ution go to a vote without voicing 
iis criticism. 

The Mississippi Senator then deliv- 
‘red a vigorous address, in which he 
declared that Senator La Follette’s 
speech at St. Paul was disloyal in 
spirit, words, intention and effect, and 
vas made with a set purpose. Wil- 
liams said the Wisconsin Senator had 
charged that the United States went 
io war to protect “Morgan interests” 
and in order that rich Americans 
night ride on munition ships. De- 
“wouncing these charges as “lies,” the 
Senator declared they were ‘a cal- 
amuy and slander upon the American 
reople.” 

In a brief reply Senator Dillingham, 
n charge of the majority committee 
venort, declared the committee had 
studied all of the documents—not the 
fragmentary statements referred to 
by Senator Williams—for fourteen 
months, and upon a non-partisan vote 
had reached the decision that the 
peech, taken as a whole, did not jus 
‘ify any action by the Senate. 


Judge Rudkin interpreted the legal 
meaning of conspiracy and read cer- 
tain portions of the conscription act. 
which the defendants are accused of 
conspiring to violate. 

Referring to the “silent defense” of 
forty-three of the defendants, who 
have spoken no word and have been 
unrepresented throughout- the trial, 
Judge Rudkin said that such silence 
should not be held against them. 

Miss Pollok was apparently un- 
moved by the verdict, which was smil- 
ingly received by the others. The 
forty-three defendants who joined in 
a “silent protest” and were not rep- 
resented by counsel sang “In Union 
There Is Strength” to the tune of 
the “Battle Hymn of the Republic” 
as they filed-from the courtroom. 

With Miss Pollok, Basile Saffores 
and A. L. Fox, all of San Francisco, 
were represented at the trial, whichj. 
began a month ago, by Attorneys 
Nathan C. Coghlan of San Francisco 
and Harry McKee of Fresno.

Chicago.—A general strike of or-

“We have 20,000 Catholic clergymen 
in the United States who every day 
offer the sacrament of the mass.

“T have always been in favor of strict 
regulation of the manufacture and sale 
of liquor, instead of absolute prohi- 
bition, because by a strict regulation 
the liberty of individuals is preserved, 
whereas by prohibition we face legisla- 
tion which in the long run cannot be 
carried out, and an early result of pro- 
hibition will be the secret and illicit 
manufacture and sale of bad liquors, 
whereby the Government will be de- 
prived of a large revenue, besides be- 
ing put to enormous expense in the 
employment of agents to enforce the 
law.

JUDGE COFFEY DIES.“

UNBENCH 36 YEARS 


Overwork and Devotion to Duties 
Cause of Death; Once Dem- 
ocratic Chairman 


San Francisco—Superior Judge 
James Vincent Coffey, serving his 
thirty-seventh year on the Superior 
bench of San Francisco, died Wednes- 
day afternoon, January 15, at his 
home, 2976 Washington street. Death 
was due to a breaking down of the 
system by overwork and devotion to 
his duties as Judge of Department 
J, probate, of the Superior Court. He 
was taken ill several months ago, fol- 
lowing an all-day session of his court. 


Judge Coffey was 72 years old. 

Next to Judge John Hunt, Judge 
Coffey was the oldest member of the 
San Francisco Superior bench in point 
of years of service. He was born in 
New York City, December 14, 1846. 
He was educated,in New York, 1852- 
54; in Bridgeport, Conn., 1854-57, and 
in Nevada City, 1863. His legal edu- 


cation was received in New York 
City, Virginia City, Nev., and San 
Francisco. 


In this city Judge Coffey studied in 
the office of Elisha Cook and subse 
quently in the offices of Eugene Cas- 
serly. He was admitted to the bar in 
“1869. 

Soon after his admittance to the bar 
Judge Coffey engaged in newspaper 
work. He was an editorial writer on 
the San Francisco Examiner, then 
owned by Philip A. Roach, B. F. 
Washington and George P. Johnston. 

In 1875-76 and 1877-78 he served in 
the State Assembly and was chairman 
of the San Francisco delegation. He 
was chairman of the Democratic 
county convention of San Francisco 
in 1878 and in 1879 declined the nom- 
ination for State Attorney-General. 

In 1882, following the creation by 
ihe State Constitution in 1879 of the 
Superior Court, Judge Coffey was 
elected to the Superior bench. He 
served for a year or two in Depart- 
ment No. 3, but subsequently was 
transferred to Department No. 9, 
where he served continuously until 
his death. 

Judge Coffey was the Democratic 
nominee for Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court in 1890, and received 
the complimentary vote of the Demo- 
cratic party in the Legislature in 
1899 for United States Senator and 
declined the nomination for Congress 
from the Fourth District in 1900. He 
was a candidate for Justice for the 
District Court of Appeal for the 
First District in 1910. 


TWO GIRLS KILLED IN 
ELEVATOR ACCIDENTS 


Miss Gertrude Sullivan of S. F. and 
Edna Taylor of Chicago Victims 


San Francisco.—Miss Gertrude Sulli- 
van, 19 years old, living at 3837 
Eighteenth street, was crushed to 
death shortly after noon January 20 in 
an automatic elevator at the factory 
of Shreve & Co., Bryant and Third 
streets, where she was employed as a 
clerk. Her skull was crushed, her face 
was cut badly and most of her clothes 
were torn from her body. 

It is believed the girl's clothing 
caught on a protruding object in the 
wall of the building and held her fast 
while the elevator crashed down upon 
her. pinning her head between the 
wall and the machine. Clerks were 
forced to break down the wall door to 
release her. The body was dangling 
from the roof of the elevator. 

Miss Sullivan was descending from 
the third fOythe first floor. The ele- 
vator stopped at the first floor, and 
persons passing the machine saw her 
body dangling before the door. 

The body was removed to the Har- 
bor Emergency Hospital and the girl's 
mother, Mrs. Minnie Sullivan, and her 
brother, Frank Sullivan, an employee 
of the Southern Pacific, were notified. 

Miss Sullivan until a few weeks 
ago was a student at the Mission High 
School, from which she would have 
been graduated this spring. 


Chicago. — Miss Edna Taylor, 22 
years old, daughter of Dr. R. C. Taylor, 
of Elburn, Ill., was crushed in an ele 
vator in a downtown hotel January 
20, her body being wedged in the shaft 
for forty-five minutes before firemen 
were able to release her with the aid 
of axes and an acetylene torch.

Michulsky be- 
came unconscious and her husband's 
wrists were broken.

San f«rancisco.—Headed by Manuel 
Quezon, president of the Philippine 
Senate, a commission is now en route 
from Manila to Washington to 
demand that Congress grant the 
Philippines independence. The com- 
mission traveled on the Shinyo Maru 
from Manila to Hongkong and then, 
because all of the staterooms of the 
liner had been sold out, proceeded to 
Seattle on the Fushima Maru. 

This was learned January 15, when 
the Shinyo arrived. Among the pas- 
sengers was V. W. Houghton, who is 
associated with the commission. He 
said: 

“There is a lot of agitation at Ma- 
nila regarding the independence of 
the islands and the commission hopes 
to persuade the Government at Wash- 
ington that this is fhe time to act. 
Other members of the commission 
who will come to San Francisco are 
Thomas Barnshaw, brother of Manuel 


Earnshaw, former resident Commis- 
sioner for the Philippines; Carlos 
Congan, cocoanut oil man; E. A. 


Alagre, ship owner, and Jose Bustin- 
ante, member of the Manil# Munici- 
pal Board of Health.” | 


TRUCE REACHED WITH 
ARGENTINE LABOR LEADERS 


Buenos Ayres.—At a conference with 
President Irigoyen January 15, labor 
leaders agreed to call off all strikes 
now in force in Argentina, with the 
exception of the one which has vir- 
tually paralyzed shipping. 

President Irigoyen promised that he 
would do everything possible to meet 
the demands of the workers, includ- 
ing wage increases. 

Recapitulation of the casualties in- 
flicted during the disorders of the past 
week shows that between 870 and 
1000 persons were killed and between 
3500 and 5000 were more or less se 
riously wounded. 

Newspapers point out that it is 
probable that a large fund to carry on 
Bolshevist propaganda was sent here. 
It is said that the leading agitators 
were well supplied with money. This 
was also true at Montevideo. Shots 
were fired in Corboda yesterday at a 
patriotic procession. Fifty persons 
were arrested, among them being the 
President of the Provincial *Legisla- 
ture, 


RUSS REDS LOOF AND ° 
BURN OAPTURED RIGA 


Berlin.—Riga is now completely in 
the hands of the Russian Red Army, 
according to a Mitau dispatch to the 
Vossische Zeitung. Bolshevik forces 
have advanced from Dvinsk and oc 
cupied the station at Neugut, thirty- 
one miles from Mitau. 

Mitau is overflowing with refugees. 
German soldiers, the last persons 
leaving Riga, report that the city is 
burning in several places and that the 
Russians and Letts are murdering 
and plundering. 


ELECTRICIANS STRIKE * 
IN SEATTLE SHIPYARDS 


Seattle—Union electricians, num- 
bering, according to their leaders, be 
tween 400 and 500, January 15 went 
on strike in Seattle shipyards, follow- 
ing a jurisdictional fight in the 
Seattle Metal Trades Council. Strike 
of the electrical workers, it is said, 
is liable to tie up some of the ship- 
yards. 


ENGLISH IRON HAND 
FOR SINN FEINERS 


Dublin—The Government, it is re 
ported here, is about to issue a proc- 
lamation tightening the laws against 
the Sinz Feiners. Some months ago 
&@ proclamation was issued under the 
crimes act, declaring that the Sinn 
Fefners were dangerous. This was 
the necessary preliminary step to 
the suppression ef the organization, 
but me subsequent step has yet been 
taken. 
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RADICAL CHIEF AND WOMAN 
AID REPORTED SLAIN 


Basel—Dr. Karl Liebknecht has 
been shot and killed while trying to 
escape as he was. being taken to 
prison, according to the Frankfort 
Gazette. It is also reported that Rosa 
Luxembourg, Liebknecht’s chief lieu- 
tenant, was also shot dead, after being 
beaten into unconsciousness by a 
crowd at Berlin. 


ROSA LUXEMBURG CALLED 
NATION'S STRONG WOMAN 


Berlin. — Rose Luxemburg was 
dubbed ‘‘the strongest wo in Ger- 
many,” but contrary to the general 
impression, she did not have an active 
personal part in the staging of the 
revolutionary movements in Kiel and 
Berlin, as she was in prison until a 
few days before the outbreaks of No- 
vember. However, she lost no time 
in entering the fray, and in a nine 
weeks’ campaign she became even 
more radical than Dr. Liebknecht, 
earning the title of “High Priestess of 
Bolshevism.” 

She was.small, fat, misshapen and 
uncomely, but keen-eyed and mentally 


vigorous. She possessed a remark- 
able, almost masculine vocal equip- 
ment, 


Rosa was born in Russian Poland 


| on December 25, 1870. 


For Bebel, Haase and other Ger- 
man Socialists she was formerly the 
Socialist party’s “enfant terrible.” She 
was never permitted to participate in 
the inner councils of the Radicals. 

Rosa seemed to cast a spell over 
her German comrades with her lurid 
fanaticism. Her efforts on the masses 
was even more pronounced. She 
would step to the edge of the plat- 
form the minute she was announced, 
and with a wonderful flow of oratory 


and sledge-hammer gestures she 
would convert herself into a vocal 
dynamo. 


LIEBKNECHT WAS FIGHTER 
OF GERMAN MILITARISM 


Basel.—Karl Paul August Friedrich 
Liebknecht was born at Leipsic, Au- 
gust 13, 1871. He was a radical op- 
ponent of the militarist policies of 
Germany from the first of his po- 
litical career and this attitude brought 
about his trial on a charge of high 
treason in 1907, following the appear- 
ance of an anti-military pamphlet 
written by him. The charge of high 
treason was not proved, but he was 
convicted on a less serious count 
and sent to prison for eighteen 
months. 

Dr. Liebknecht visited America in 
1910 and lectured in New York. In 
1912 he was elected to the German 
Reichstag from Potsdam and the next 
year caused a furore in Germany by 
bringing charges against the Krupps, 
saying that that organization was in- 
spiring a war spirit against the 
French. May 1, 1916, he was arrested 
for making an incendiary address at 
a May-day demonstration in Berlin. 
He was sentenced to prison for four 
years and one month. 

After being in prison two years and 
two months he was released. When 
the Ebert government had been in 
existence only a few days, Dr. Lieb- 
knecht became leader of a Radical 
Socialist faction, known as the Spar- 
tacus element, 


REDS FIRE INTO 
HUNGER RIOTERS 


Stockholm.—Hunger riots occurred 
in Petrograd on January 12, accord- 
ing to advices received here. Ten 
thousand people paraded, shouting for 
bread, and were. fired upon by Bol- 
shevist troops, who are said to have 
been Letts. Desperate from hunger, 
the crowds are reported to have 
asked the soldiers to fire upon them. 

Dispatches state that not a single 
piece of bread is to be found now in 
Petrograd and that unground vats are 
being given to the people. 

Propagandists, disguised as refu- 
gees, are said to have been sent into 
Finland by the Bilshevists. The po- 
lice there have recently discovered 
several organizations which are al- 
leged to be plotting a new insurrec- 
tion. 


NINE EXECUTED ON 
VOLUNTARY RETURN TO JAIL 


Vladivostock.— Of the prisoners 
who were released from jail at Omsk 
as the result of an abortive Bolshevik 
plot late in December, nine of those 
who voluntarily returned were killed 
by the military without the knowl- 
edge of Admiral Kolchak, the su- 
preme Governor of the Omsk Govern- 
ment, or of his Ministers, according 
to information that has just come to 
light. : 


EIGHT-HOUR DAY FOR 
PERUVIAN REPUBLIC 


Lima, Peru—As a result of the 
resolute attitude assumed by the Gov- 
ernment, a settlement of the strike 
here was reached January 15. Laber 
leaders accepted a settlement on the 
basis of an eight-hour day, which will 
be established throughout the repub- 
lic. Present wages will continue. 


KIEV REPORTED IN 
HANDS OF BOLSHEVIKI 


Geneva.—Kiev is in the hands of 
Bolshevist forces, who have over-

Ditches Be Kept Clear and in 
Good Shape at All Times. 

When the farm lands are too wet 
for cultivation, {t will be an ideal time 
to drain the ponds and keep the road 
ditches clear and in good shape. To 
fail to keep the roads in good shape 
will be failing to move the crops to 
the market.

Every tax assessor and collector in 
California has been warned by Con- 
gressman Randall that section 114 of 
the California Constitution requires 
every soldier, sailor or marine who 
served during the war with Germany 
to be exempted from city, county and 
state taxes on all his property to the 
assessed value of $1,000.
